FARMERS GOVERNED 


.BY REVENUE LAWS 


May Sell Their Tobacco Only In Its 


Natural Condition—Cannot 


Change Form. 


(Speclnt Br Bcrlpps-Mcllap.) 


Washington. D. C.. Doc. 11.—Several 
days ago a collector notified tho Com 
mlsslonor of Internal Rovcnuo that a 
party in his district Intends to ptir 
chase tobacco from farmers, said farm 
era to strip and assort tho tobacco Into 
wrappers and fillers before delivery, 
and tho question was presented wheth- 
er farmers havo tho right to stem tho 
tobacco and sell tho same In that con- 
dition to the dealers 
Ho was advis- 


ed that under tho provisions of tho 
existing law farmers and growers of 
tobacco may sell and deliver leaf to- 
bacco raised by themselves In Its nat- 
ural condition without restriction, aa 
to the quantity sold or the business 
of tho party who buys tho tobacco, but 
farmers and growers are not privileg- 
ed to stem, twist, roll, plat, sweeten 
or otherwise change their 
tobacco 


from the condition in which It was 
cured on tho farm, for tho purpose of 
selling tho samo to other persons. 


That if a farmer desired to stem his 


tobacco before selling to other persons 
ho would bo required to register In 
form 277 an a dealer In leaf tobacco, 
keep book CO and enter therein tho 
quantity of stemmed tobacco sold, tho 
name, residence, and tho business o: 
tho party receiving the tobacco; tha. 
farmers who qualify as leaf dealers 
would bo required to confine 
their 


sales to other registered dealers in 
leaf tobacco and manufacturers of to 
bacco or cigars, and to persona who 
buy leaf tobacco In packages for ex 
port exclusively.

- Ho will tell you that 
all along the Eric, Delaware, Laci?a- 
wanna & Western, Ontario & Western 
tho Lehlgh Valley and the other coal 
roads, there are thousands upon thous- 
ands of coal cars filled with anthra- 
cite. 
Some of It has boon waiting in 


Ridings for weeks. 
It Is covered with 


snow. The men who own It havo been 
holding It for the zero wcat or they 
know will soon afillct New York.. 


To cover their tracks as far as pos- 


sible, a third party has been brought 
Into tho deal. 
This Is the speculator.

Today Its balance Is $15814 showing ex- 
penditures of $32-118.

supposition that tho city taxes are 
all paid.

burdens which they are unable to 
bear. 
Money cannot be borrowed 
by the city for the benefit of tho ward 
funds. 
Tho city charter says: 


The Common Connall shall have 
power: 
"To annually levy and col- 
lect a tax on tho real and persona! 
property In each ward, now or here- 
after existing In said city, not exceed- 
ing five mills on the dollar on the 
assessed value thereof, to defray the 
expenses of the construction In said 
wards respectively, of drains across 
the streets, alleys, lanes, highways 
and public grounds and of streets and 
walks in front of and across public 
grounds, 
and 
of 
culverts 
and 
sewers 
In 
streets,. alleys, 
lanes 


highways and public grounds, 
and 


Tteeplng 
the same in repair, and, 
also, the cleaning and cleansing the 
streets, alleys, lanes, highways, cross- 
walks, drains, culverts and sewers; 
provided, however, that tho council 
may pay from tho general fund of 
said city, when it shall deem It Just 
so to do In whole or in part the cost 
of constructing drains, sewers, cul- 
verts, streets or walks across or 
in 


front of public grounds, and tho re< 
pairing and cleansing the same; and 
all the money raised for the purpose 
In this section specified, upon 
the 
real and personal property In 
any 


•ward, snail bo kept by the treasurer 
as a separate fund for such 'ward, 
nnd shall bo Tcnown as the ward fund 
of the ward In which raised, 
and 
shall lie drawn from tho treasury on- 
ly on orders specifying that the same 
Is drawn to meet tho expenditure for 
which tho money was raised." 
I am not a lawyer and I do not 


know where this $4000 worth of la- 
bor has been done but my Interpre- 
tation of this section would be that 
It must have been on city property. 
The $50.90 which I find spent 
for 
cigars. 
refreshments, " nnd 
white 


gloves I can find no authorisation for. 
but it Is a small matter 
However 
this section In the charter seems to 
hit it: 
' Every member of the common coun- 
cil who shall vote to draw any order 
on or appropriate any money from 
any fund, for or on any claim or de- 
mand against the city, not properly 
payable out of such -fund, shall for- 
feit and pay tho sum of fifty dollars 
for each and every offense." 


The expense of the city's only busi- 
ness venture Is Interesting, and fur- 
nishes a very good argument against 
tho city's purchase of public utilities 
The expense to the city for the crush- 
er for tho last nine months was about 
$8800. This includes tho labor $4115 
the supplies, repairs and the super- 
intendent's salary. 
The city has re- 


ceived therefrom $3403 and will re- 
ceive when the contractors are paid, 
on the streets In the course of con- 
struction, or completed nnd 
settle- 


ment not yet made, $2593 leaving an 
expense to the city of $2800 which 
can only be accounted for as having 
been 
used for repair, -work. 
The 
city engineer's Idea however Is that 
the repair work would not amount 
to that figure. I saw no report of 
the operation of tho stone crusher and 
doubt if one has been made. 
The 


stone Is sold to the contractors at 
50 cents per cubic yard, tho amount 
they use Is reported to the city en- 
gineer by the superintendent of the 
crusher nnd the price Is 
deducted 


from the money due the contractor 
when the Job Is completed. 
That 


seems to be all the council, the en- 
gineer, or any other 
city 
officer 


knows about this business administra- 
tion's business venture. 
Tho city 
charter -speaks here somewhat em- 
phatically as follows: 
'No member of the common council 


shall be competent to hold any other 
ofllco or appointment of which tho 
emoluments are paid from the .city 
treasury, or paid by fees directed to 
bo paid by any act, order, resolution 
or ordinance of the common council, 
or bo directly or indirectly Interest- 
ed In any contract, the expense or 
consideration whereof are to be paid 


of $7,900 as is done by the city. Even 
now we are indebted to the 
con- 


scientiousness of the clerk for what 
Information we have. 
He Is under 


no obligation to append the volumin- 
ous remarks to his records. 
There 
is a penalty attached to the draw- 
Ing of orders against funds for a grea- 
ter amount than those funds contain. 
I would have tho city -books show 
dally the exact condition of tho var- 
ious funds. 
Not the condition as at 
present when the funds are credited 
with taxes not yet collected, but the 
actual condition, tho actual cash In 
each fund. 
The alderman should be anxious to 
know, before ho votes to allow any 
claim or to order any order drawn, 
the exact condition of the fund on 
which he draws. 
He should Insist 
I think In having at every meeting 
a report of tho condition of the var- 
ious city funds. 
In short the city's 
boolcs should show as clearly as do 
those of any. well regulated bank or 
large corporation the exact condition 
of tho treasury, and each of Its de- 
partments or bureaus 'at any time.

Is impervious to. water and weather 
and twine made from It has stood 
many hard tests In tho harvest fields 
this fall. 
The company has about 


$55,000 Invested In patents nnd ma- 
chinery nnd will turn out tho twine 
on a large scale next season. ' 
Tho preparation not only makes it 
water and weather proof, but tough- 
ens it. 
A strip of paper treated with 
this preparation resembles a strip of 
thin leather and It Is almost Impos- 
sible to tear It with tho application 
of ordinary force. 


Samples of their twine have been 


submitted to several of the big bin- 
der factories and one concern offered 
to take a large part of the output. 
As yet the goods are not on the mar- 
ket but will be for next season's 
trade.

Report on Connecticut Shade Grown 


by Government Shows a Big 


Profit for Grower. 


A few days of soft weather Just 
at the present time would be a great 
boon to the tobacco growers through- 
out tho state. 
About all the tobac- 
co on the poles Is perfectly cured by 
this time and all that Is necessary to 
set tho* business booming frs some 
damp weather to bring the tobacco In 
case so that It can be taken from. 
tho poles and stripped. All tho ware- 
houses In this city are ready to be- 
gin the season's packing as soon as 
the tobacco begins to come In. Most 
of the dealers have secured suffic- 
ient help to start up at once. 
Tho 


ladles who expect to lose their house 
servants as soon as the packing sea- 
son begins, are hoping that the cold 
weather will continue so that tho leaf 
cannot bo taken down and stripped 
nnd the opening of the warehouses 
delayed as long as possible. 
The 


demand for help In the warehouses 
Is so heavy that many ladles despair 
of keeping their nelp even nt advanc- 
ed wages. 
There Is still some rid- 


ing being done by the dealers and 
remnants of old and new tobacco are 
being picked up by them. 
The few 
crops yet remaining unsold In tho 
hands of the growers are few and 
far between. 
The only reason, why 


these crops still remain unsold 
IK 
that the price Is higher than tho 
dealer cares to pay. 


Tho report of tho secretary of ag- 


riculture In Washington, In regard to 
Connecticut shade grown 
tobacco, 
shows that the expenses of tho depart- 
ment that supervised the growth was 
about $R57.00 per acre. 
Tho depart- 


ment having reserved the right to 
sell the crop for tho purpose of ob- 
taining official 
Information 
held 
the auction nt Hartford, May 1, 1902. 
The department estimated that tho 
tobacco cost on an average of 51 1-2 
cents per pound baled nnd ready for 
the market. 
The average price was 


$1.20 
per pound; the price varying 


from $2.80 to 25 cents per pound for 
some of the mixed bales. 
The sale 


as n whole was highly satisfactory, 
the total cost of production being 
$23,579.94 or 108.8 per cent. 
This 


did not Include the cost of dried barns 
nnd warehouses or tho Interest on 
the Investment, but Included tiie whole 
cost of the shade, the frame work of 
which Is expected to last from five 
to eight years. 
The best crop gavo 


a yield of $1,022.52 per acre. 


The report from cigar makers who 
have used some of this tobacco say 
It gives good satisfaction and so far 
they have had no complaints. 


The following estimate Is made on 


the product for the comlnp • - year: 
\bout 1.000,000 pounds of cured tobac- 
co or 800,000 pounds of baled tobac- 
co will be produced at a total cost 
of $460,019, which will nrlng $1.20 
per pound, or $9liO,9CO, so tho 
net 


profit will be $500,941. 
Tho depart- 


ment believes the cost will bo consid- 
erably less than that of last year and 


which Is not expected to be up to the 
average because of the continued wet 
weather which prevailed during tho 
growing season. 
The tobacco is all 


ready to be taken down from the 
poles, and as soon as casing weather 
occurs this will be done, alter which 
business will undoubtedly commence. 
What few salea have been made were 
at an average of about nine cents, 
but they have been too unimportant 
to form a standard. 


Connecticut Valley 
Every tobacco farmer Is taking ad 
vantage of the mild weather to take 
down his leaf and strip It, and al- 
ready a part of tho crop is in the 
bundle ready for selling or 
assort- 


ing. 
As yet .sales are not very plen- 


tiful, not because buyers aro not rea- 
dy to purchase, but for the reason that 
farmers generally aro disinclined to 
sell except at figures which are not 
at present acceptable. 
As usual tho 


growers assert that there Is less pole 
time than last year and in order to 
avoid the disputes which will undoubt- 
edly arise If this report should not 
prove accurate, they are being urged 
to do their own assorting and many 
have signified their intention of pur- 
suing this course. 
The shade grown 
tobacco Is being very carefully and 
skilfully handled, and there will be 
much curiosity to learn If the ex- 
periments have been worth the extra 
trouble and expense. 
It Is tho gen- 


eral opinion that this method of rais- 
ing tobacco can only prove profitable 
when done on a large scale, and It Is 
very probable that the 
number of 
small tent-covered patches will be 
considerably decreased next year. In 
this connection there Is an Interest- 
ing report that the American Cigar 
company will set out 300 acres under 
cloth In 1903.

MUNICIPAL REFORM 


The attendance of a50 members 


-of the Tlwlllght club, at the meet- 
ing Tuesday evening. Indicated that 
the topic for discussion was of un- 
usual Interest, and the fact that the 
club was In session for four and one- 
half hours, proved that the asbem- 
blage was eager for Information con- 
cerning city government and municip- 
al affairs. 


Some very Interesting facts 
were 


brought out In the discussion, and 
while no direct charges were .made 
against city officials, enough Informa- 
tion was furnished to confirm tho 
statement that the affairs of the city 
are very loosely handled. 


In the matter of city accounting 


it developed that the city Is practical- 
ly without a bookkeeper, and that 
the $80,000 of annual expenditure Is 
bandied very much like a football. 
These loose methods which would 
not be tolerated In any business, ore 
the result of old. tlrao usage, and 
the people, rather than the council, 
appear to be the responsible party. 


In the absence of a city comptrol- 


ler. Intelligent and thorough account- 
Ing appears to be out of tho question. 
Tho 
finance committee pass on a 


budget of bills, the council ratifies the 
action, and the treasurer pays out 
money on orders, 
dent to the men 


a bank note currency, payable in sil- 
ver. 


Customers of tho banks have been 


compelled to have all their deposits 
computed and credited in silver at tho 
current rate of exchange. 
Thus on a 


falling market a depositor almost in- 
variably withdrew less in gold value 
than ho put in. 
This made it espec- 


ially hard for merchants engaged In 
export trade, even on a small scale, 
or paying Interest In 
tho 
United 


States or Europe, and for nil enter- 
prises based on gold investment, as 
railroads and factories, for Instance. 


Gold has long been in fact the 


standard, though not- so recognized. 
The rate of exchange has boon watch- 
ed by every merchant and business 
man throughout tho republic/1, exactly 
as tho price of cotton Is watched In 
Liverpool. Remote centers, and the 
laboring population, were, so far as 
they knew, little affected by it, or not 
at all, but ,thc fact remains that ev- 
ery fluctuation In tho rate of exchange 
has sooner or later, In some way re- 
mote or immediate, affected tho wel- 
fare of every Individual in tho re- 
public to a greater or less degree. 


The silver peso was the only unit 


or standard of domestic computation, 
but It was only a name, and Its vnluo 
fluctuated with the price of bullion 
in New York nnd London— speaking 
broadly It bought. more or less as the 
premium of gold was lower or higher.

present that tho 


system was faulty In tho extreme, 
and that the public know absolutely 
nothing as to how their funds are ex- 
pended.

Spanish Treaty. 


Washington. Dec. il.—The treaty 


between tho United States and Spain 
received the attention of tho senate 
committee on foreign relations, and 
later was reported by Senator Cullom. 
The treaty makes recognition of the 
changes produced by tho war between 
this country and Spain and provides 
for the full recognition of the terms 
of tho pence 
treaty 
negotiated In 


Paris. There Is also full provision for 
consular representation by each gov- 
ernment In the country of the other. 


Financial Legislation. 


Washington, Dec. 11.—The Repub- 


lican members of tho house committee 
on banking and currency had a gen- 
eral discussion of the needs of finan- 
cial legislation and adjourned without 
reaching a conclusion until Saturday. 
On the ICth inst. there will bo a gen- 
eral conference of the Republican 
members of the house on the pending 
currency bill. 


Urges Appropriation. 


Washington. Dec. 11.—Secretary of 


Agriculture Wllnon appeared before 
tho House committee on agriculture 
to explain the urgent need of an emer- 
gency appropriation to enable his de- 
partment to stamp out tho foot and 
'mouth disease prevalent in some of 
tho New England states.

SINK THREE SHIPS 


CASTRO PREPARES TO FIGHT 


IMUCS Decree of Amnesty to all Po- 


litical Offenders and Report Says 
That Rebel Leaders Are Marching 
to His Aid. 


Caracas, Dec. 11.—War practically 


exists between Venezuela and England 
and Germany. The Anglo-German licet 
has destroyed two and sunk three of 


• the vessels of the Venezuelan (loot. 


Marines have been landed at La Quay- 
ra from the allied fleet. Troops aro 
marching from here to meet them. It 
Is feared that the town will be shelled. 
Castro Is defiant and will fight. He 
has called the country to arms to re- 
pulse the Invaders. 


While the British and German fleet 


were destroying the Venezuelan ships 
In the harbor the German cruiser Pan- 
ther steamed In close to the town 
with her guns leveled at the city. 


Rescue British. 


A number of British subjects have 


been rescued and taken on board the 
British cruiser 
Retribution. 
While 


this was being done tho combined 
fleet of the powers steamed closo to 
shore and cleared for action. 


The excitement In Caracas is in- 


tense. 
Armed bodies of men 
are 


marching the streets and calling to'be 
led against tho enemy. All banks and 
places of business are closed. 
In- 


flammatory speeches aro being made 
.on the street corners, and the town Is 
In practical control of the mob. Many 
of the British and German subjects 
are still in jail here. Loud threats 
are being made in tho streets to storm 
the jail and to massacre all subjects 
of England and Germany who can be 
found. 


Releases Prisoners. 


.United States Minister Bowcn, who 


IS In charge of the British and Ger- 
man legations, and who obtained tho 
release of part of tho foreigners who 
Were captured, is doing all in hit* 
power to prevent bloodshed. \ 


The German and British residents 


at l,a Guayra have also been arrested, 
with the exception of Messrs. Field- 
wick, Prlncr -ad Lepage, the Eng- 
lish dlrccto 
of tho harbor corpora- 


tion, who Luirlcaded themselves In 
their house. 


These three were later rescued by 


the forces of the allied powers and 
have been taken on board tho Itctrl- 
bution. 


Land Marines. 


Late in the evening 130 German sail- 


ors were landed and proceeded to Car- 
donal, a suburb of La Guayra, In' 
•which is situated the residence of Ger- 
man Consul Lentz. whom, with his 
family, they escorted back 
to 
l.a 


Guayra and placed on board the war- 
ship Vlncta. 
On their way back to 


this port the German sailors met a 
party of Venezuelan soldiers, but no 
collision took place. 
At 5 o'clock In 


"the morning a landing party of thirty 
British seamen went to the British 
consulate and conducted the British 
Consul, R. Schunck. and his family on 
board the Retribution. 


Capture Ships. 


Ten German and four British cutters 


comprised the allied force wfilch cap- 
tured the Venezuelan vessels and or- 
dered them to surrender, and without 
a shot being fired the British and Ger- 
man forces seized the fleet In the name 
ol the German Emperor and the King 
of England. Two of the vessels which 
were undergoing repairs were broken 
up. 


The Venezuelan 
steamers 
were 


taken outside the harbor and at 2 
o'clock In the morning the General 
Crcspo, Tutmo and Margarita wero 
sunk.- The Ossun was the only vessel 
spared In view of the protest made by 
the French charge d' affaires, II. Qitle- 
vrcux, who notified the Commodore of 
the allied fleet that the Ossun Is tho 
property of a Frenchman. 


Amnesty .Decree. 


A general amnesty has been decreed 


to all political offenders, and It Is be- 
lieved the hatchet of revolution la to 
be burled in the greater struggle that 
may come. 


General Matos. tho 
revolutionary 


leader. Is reported to bo marching to 
the city with his entire army to throw 
his forces with his country against the 
common foes. 


Castro characterizes the seizure of 


his fleet as an act of open warfare. 
Reprisals are already In progress. All 
property, including the railways and 
mines. In which British or German 
capital Is interested. Is being seized. 


Those citizens of the two countries 


who have not already been rfrrested 
are In biding and arc afraid to venture 
on the streets. 


The government has appealed ' to 


France through Its representative at 
Paris, declaring the course of England 
and Germany unprecedented. 


HORSETHIEF MAKES BAD MONEY 


Barge on a Rampage. 


Detroit. 
Mich., Dec. 11.—While 


banks of fog overhung tho river and 
hid her movements the big barge Mar- 
cJa of the steel trust fleet ran amuck, 
endangering all tranic in her vicinity.
